Less gender balance and more social 
diversity are hallmarks of the St. Michael’s 
Class of 2014. 

There are 557 students in the incoming 
first-year class, said President John Neu- 
hauser. The college’s average class size is 
approximately 540 students, he said. 

The Class of 2014 is made up of 298 
women and 258 men, which is better bal- 
anced than at many other colleges in the 
nation, but not as balanced as the Class of 


Swipe-Card 
System Installed

As the Class of 2014 arrived on cam- 
pus, doors were left propped and unlocked 
for an easy move-in. However, it won’t be 
like this for long. For the first time in St. 
Michael’s history, electronic swipe cards 
will replace building keys. 

“T loved my old Knight Card. It was 
like a part of me, and I was hoping I would 
be able to keep it,” junior Jaime Fisher 
said. 

Although some people are sad to see 
the old Knight Cards go, others look for- 
ward to the high-tech and more protective 
change. 

‘TY’'m excited to see how the new 
system will work,” junior Brian Meloche 
said. “Propped doors are nice for easy ac- 
cess to my friends’ buildings, but they are 
an open invitation for anyone who wants 
to enter with ulterior motives.” 

The new Knight Cards, which are 
fashionably accessorized with a white 
background and a more visible photo, still 
allow students to ride the CCTA buses, 
pay at certain off campus vendors and do 
laundry. More importantly, the cards will 
now serve as the exterior door key to all 
residence halls. 

The new swipe system has been added 
to all residence halls. Each exterior door 
has been equipped with an electronic lock 
hardware system and cameras, said Peter 
Soons, director of Public Safety. 

“Each building operates independent- 
ly, and that communicates with the central 
database,” Soons said. “If the system fails, 
the building should continue to operate.” 

Access to a student’s residence hall 
will be available 24 hours a day. Cards 
can open all other residence halls from 8 
a.m. to 10 p.m. 

Students will now have access to Al- 
liot 24 hours a day. As a convenience to 
the students, the post office will also ex- 
tend its hours to 10 p.m. 

The new Knight Cards have an antenna 


2013, Vice President for Enrollment Jerry 
Flanagan said. However, of the 34 transfer 
students who join St. Michael’s this semes- 
ter, 18 are men and 16 are women, he said. 

“A’ balanced community is helpful to 
everyone,” Flanagan said. “But we admit 
students based on their academic quality. 
This is just the way the numbers worked 
out.” 

The average combined verbal and 
math SAT score for the class is approxi- 
mately 1160, Flanagan said. These SAT 
scores are consistent with the scores from 
past years, he added. 





Among the individuals of the Class of 
2014, 76 percent are from New England, 
Flanagan said. There are 23 states repre- 
sented by this new group of students, 20 
percent of whom are from Vermont, which 
is a higher portion than expected, Flanagan 
said. 

Also in this class are 16 international 
students, who come to Vermont from Can- 
ada, China, Norway and Vietnam among 
other countries, he said. 

Eight percent of the new students are 
ALANA (African, Latino, Asian and Na- 
tive American), Flanagan said. Over the 
past two years, this number has doubled in 
each incoming class, Neuhauser said. 

It is not easy to achieve an ethnic and 
geographic diversity, Neuhauser said. In 
order to recruit diverse students, the ad- 
missions staff must go where diversity al- 
ready exists, with representatives visiting 
high schools all over the U.S. as well as in- 
ternationally. It is important for students to 
be educated in an atmosphere which wel- 
comes diversity, he said. 

“The student body should reflect the 
country and the whole world,” Neuhauser 
said. “It’s the world you'll live in.” 

There are many reasons students 
choose to come to St. Michael’s, among 
them the college’s recognition as one of the 
top 100 liberal arts colleges in the United 
States, as well as the college’s location, 
Flanagan said. 

“T like to snowboard and wanted to go 
to Vermont,” said Brian McQueen, a first- 





embedded inside. The 
antenna, which gives 
access to the buildings, 
is especially sensitive. 
It’s recommended not 
to punch a hole in the 
card as it may be ren- 
dered useless, and the 
student will be charged 
for a replacement. 

Although not all 
doors are functioning 
yet, the college hopes 
to have the system ful- 
ly running in the com- 
ing weeks. 

A unique trait of 
the swipe cards is the 
sensors in the doors. 
The sensors were in- 
stalled to help prevent 
tampering with locks 
and propping doors. If 
the door stays open too 
long, or the system de- 
tects a tampered lock, 
the system will sound 
a local alarm, sending 
a signal to the central 
monitoring center. 

“It’s our hope that 
by facilitating access 
[to all residence build- 
ings], there’s no need 
to prop doors,” Soons 
said. 

For lost cards, a 
temporary access card 
will be issued. 

It is important to habe a he 
immediately report any 
lost or stolen Knight 
Cards. By doing so, 
the card can be turned off, preventing 
any unauthorized use. This can be done 
by visiting the Knight Card office during 
business hours, or calling the switchboard 
after hours. 

There are plans to expand the swipe-

year from Acton, Mass. “J also liked that 
St. Mike’s is a small school.” 

Many students decide to attend St. Mi- 
chael’s based on how members of the com- 
munity treat one another and the high level 
of respect shared among these members, 
Neuhauser said. 

“T was looking for a close-knit school,” 
said Luke Graci, a first-year from Long Is- 
land, N.Y. 

In selecting potential St. Michael’s 
students, the No. 1 consideration is the 
strength of an individual’s academic re- 
cord, Flanagan said. It is also important 
that a potential student will contribute to as 
well as benefit from his or her experience 
at the college, Flanagan added. 

“Ideally, a student should be willing 
to experience new things. They should be 
curious, and willing to work hard to get 
everything possible out of their four years 
here,’ Neuhauser said. “They need to be 
ready to jump in with both feet.” 

First-year Mallory Kakley looks for- 
ward to the opportunity to explore unfa- 
miliar academic disciplines. 

“T’m excited to know what I can learn 
and to take courses in things that I have 
never taken before,” she said. 

A new year always brings excitement, 
new ideas and energy to the college, Flana- 
gan said. 

“T strongly believe that the college 
experience changes an individual,” Neu- 
hauser said. “But it is just as true that an 
individual changes the college.”
